Computer Vs. Controls Argued 


Among his proposals was defining 
job responsibilities of each employee, 
the installation of com puter use 
guidelines, and advance planning 
procedures for such seasonal ac 
ti cities as vehicle license registration, 
tax collecting and voter registration 
Concerning computer operations. 
White observed that “ it is imperative 
for us to obtain and maintain control 
over computer operations This is the 
only way we’re going to prevent 
another $86 million mistake." 
In response to a question later in the 
meeting White went on to say that he 


would not recommend the county 
purchasing its own computer at this 
time 


“ I believe there are problems in 
that office which now exist and which 
need to In’ worked out now before 
taking on the problem of buying, in 
stalling and learning to operate our 
own 
computer."

out 


“When we set up a computer ac­ 
counting ledger system at Tom 
Thumb, it took us a year lust to get the 
system in and operating " 
White, a Plano resident and cer­ 


tified public accountant, formerly was 
treasure! ate! comptroller for several 
large companies, including th*' Tom 
Thumb Food Store chain 
During bis presentation. White also 
advocated opening the tax office on 
Saturdays for the convenience of 
residents, and suggested the office 
divide the counts into sections and 
install a continual section by section 
revaluation of county property 
White then revealed that the county 
is in violation of the Texas Election 
Code because an updated voter 
registration list is not available for 


absentee voting 
The list isn't ex 
petted until shortly before the 
deadline for absentee voting 
Admitting that this is true. Mrs 
I alw son countered later in response 
to a question that th*' late voter 
registration list was caused by last- 
minute registration of some 6.UH) to 
7.000 voters, and the “troublesome" 
computer company 
The computer company hasn t 
sent the list back yet. and we’re 
calling them for it every day now," 
she stated “ I II tell you one thing, 
whether John goes in or I go in. I don * 
want to use them any non ." she 
added 


After the meeting. Mrs 
Lawson 
said the $86 million discrepancy in 
County property valuations and the 
delayed voter registration list are 
examples of the problems her office 
has t>een having with the county’s 
contract computer firm 
“ We startl’d having problems with 
them about three or four months ago. 
and after all this started coming out, 
I vc talked to several counties and 
school districts who said they'd never 
do business with that com pany 
again." she claimed 


White took a different line, however 
“The problem isn t in the computer 
or the computer company, ifs a lack 
of controls in the tax office." he 
asserted “ You’re not going to have 
any better luck with another company 
without putting some kind of controls 
into operation 
(’hanging computer 
companies is the easy way out and 
doesn't solve the basic problem ," he 
concluded

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Jim my Carter supporters point with pride to a bright 
red railroad caboose that serves as Democratic party headquarters on the main 
street in the East Texas town of Carthage 
To them, the car festooned with flags and Carter posters is a symbol that his 
campaign has reached rural residents — an ingredient essential to victory for 
political candidates in the Lone Star state 
“We’ve got it together," a Carter campaign coordinator said "It’s solid, and 
it s widespread. In some counties we have co-chairmen who don’t even speak to 
each other because one is a conservative and one is a liberal 
but they’re all out 
working for Carter among their own constituencies and it s looking good " 
Leaders of President Ford’s campaign, meantime, concede they started far 
behind, but now claim steady gains 
Peter O’Donnell, deputy state chairman, said last week Ford was within I or 2 
percentage points of Carter among the state’s 6 million voters - and might even 
be ahead. 
It was the first time a GDP leader contended Ford was ahead in Texas 
hut 
O'Donnell did not emphasize the statement Ford backers made similar claims 


before the state’s May I primary, and the President lost to Ronald Reagan two 
to-one 
I)emocrats and Republicans agree on one thing, however probably five points 
or less separate the two candidates and the number of undecided voters is rapidly 
decreasing 


Ford generally is favored in traditionally conservative Dallas where he was 
publicly endorsed by Dr WA Criswell, pastor of the world’s largest Southern 
Baptist church O’Donnell says Ford also will run strong in Houston and Fort 
Wort h 


But Democrats say Ford is in trouble in the farm lands and sm aller cities and 
towns where voters never have elected a Republican governor and only one 
Republican statewide officeholder since Reconstruction 
Even in the Texas Panhandle, which historically is conservative and 
frequently Republican, C arter’s backers are claiming strength 
“The Democrats are going to make some marks in the Panhandle because the 
farm ers are starving to death up there," a Carter campaign coordinator said

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Maintenance Of 
Trees Discussed 


BY NEIL SPERRY 
Area Horticulturist 
There s no getting around 
it, shade trees are a sub­ 
stantial part of any land­ 
scape investment So it pays 
us to watch for their every 
need from the outset 
Dr. Robert Dewers, for­ 
m er Bexar County Exten­ 
sion Horticulturist and a 
m ost capable tree m an, 
recently reported on a new 
system 
of 
shade 
trees 
maintenance 
“Someone needs to report 
on this new developme\t in 
shade tree care,” Dewers 
wrote. “Can you imagine 
controlling insects in trees 
w ithout spraying, 
using 
fertilizers 
and 
m inor 
elements without foliar or 
soil application, and putting 
fungicides into the tree 
directly?” 
What Dewers described is 
a 
new type of injection 
equipment, actually nothing 
more than a plastic vial with 
an aluminum feeder tube. 
When inserted just below the 
bark, 
the tiny aluminum 
tube empties the contents of 
the vial directly into the 
conducting tissues of the 
tree. 


“This tree implantation 
system may be the answer to 
many more problems - a 
m ore 
effective 
way 
to 
combat insects - efficient 
with no toxic residue to 
pollute stream s or harm 
wildlife and no spray drift to 
bother neighbors,” Dewers 
continued. “ It still sounds 
like the medicine man at 
work,” he added, “and we’re 
reminded of useless con­ 
coctions that have been used 
to swindle the public for 
years. 
These 
fresh 
ap ­ 
proachers have the backing 


of such industrial giants as 
Shell and DuPont.” 
Hie 
injectors 
range 
som ew here between raw 
experim entation and an 
accepted tool of the a r­ 
b o r i c u l t u r a l 
t r a d e s , 
depending on the problem 
For 
exam ple. 
D uPont’s 
B e n o m y l 
s y s t e m i c 
fungicide, 
injected 
into 
American elms up north, 
seem s 
to 
retard 
the 
development of the dreaded 
Dutch elm disease Use in 
treating zinc, iron and other 
nutritional deficits locally 
are accepted fact 
And 
several 
system ic 
in 
secticides show prom ise 
when injected directly. In 
other words, don’t be sur­ 
prised if you notice a tree 
ringed with tiny inverted 
vials 
Due to the uncertainties of 
application 
and 
exact 
identification 
of 
the 
problem , you’ll certainly 
■ ant a professional tree care 
man to do the work for you 
He'll recognize the problem, 
know what to use. and know­ 
how to use it. 
Two problems top the list 
of needed 
and 
ongoing 
research with the injectors 
in our area 
First, there’s 
cotton root rot, old nemesis 
of 
the 
cotton 
farm er. 
Benomyl has been used in 
trying 
to m inim ize 
the 
ravishes of this nonselective 
disease. But more research 
is needed And oak decline, a 
fairly new pestilence of our 
area, may well respond to 
carefully timed applications, 
also 
of 
benomyl. 
Preliminary results are less 
than encouraging, although 
more thorough work has yet 
to be done. There’s still hope 
that it’s a problem of tim e of 
application

environmental lighting for 
the DuroLite Home Lighting 
Institute, he spends a lot of 
time these days answering 
phone calls and letters from 
people beginning to garden 
with artificial light So far. 
they represent a tiny frac­ 
tion of the indoor gardeners 
in America. A recent survey 
indicates that only 2.7 per 
cent use artificial light,

In an interview, Bickford 
said there was a time when 
he received two or three 
calls a week from giggling
